SECY. HOUSTON URGES REPEAL OF EXCESS PROFITS TAX 
EUROPE SHAN'T CONTROL LEAGUE 


six RETIRING 
AG. BOARD MEN 


Delegates In As- 


sembly Declares the Other 
Powers Will Not Yield to 
Diplomacy ot Old World 
That Brot On World War 
—"We Fought For Whole 
World" is Retort From 
France 


GENEVA, Dec. S. — A battle of the 


new world against old world domina- 
tion of the league of nations opened 
today. N. W. Rowell of the Canadian 
delegation in an impassioned speech 
warned the assembly that Canada and 
other powers would not yield to Euro- 
pean control of the league of nations. 


"European statesmanship drenched 


the 
world with blood," cried 
the 


Canadian delegate. 


"Fifty thousand in dead was the 


price that Canada paid." 


This declaration was made during 


debate on the report of technical or- 
ganizations of the league. Rowell ex- 
pressed fears that, on account of the 
distance, non-European nations would 
send second class diplomats while the 
European powers, being near at ha'nd, 
would send first class diplomats who 
would gain control. 


This statement was greeted 
with 


applause. Australia quickly lined up 
with Canada, widening the breach in 
the representation 
of 
the 
British 


Senator E. D. Millen, representing 


Australia, 
warmly 
supported 
the 


Canadian protest. 
He declared that 


Australia would not contribute finan- 
cial aid to expensive technical organ- 
izations not provided for in the league 
of nations covenant but 
created by 


Europeans for their own benefit. 


Gabriele Hanotaux, of the 
French 


delegation made hot 
reply to 
Mr. 


Rowell's speech. 


"Europe 
fought 
for 
the 
whole 


world," cried M. Hanotaux. "Are you 
' going to refuse~to~give her her rights?" 


Canada defeated the alleged attempt 


of the European powers to gain con- 
trol of the league thru the establish- 
ment of technical organizations not 
provided for in the covenant. Upon 
motion by Mr. Rowell, the report of 
the committee on technical organiza- 
tions was returned to the committee 
without acion. This was the first,time 
since the league meeting opened that 
the assembly failed immediately to ac- 
cept a committee report.

an inspiring address by William T. 
Bolt of New York City at the Park 
Hotel Tuesday evening. 


C. H. Howell chairman of the en- 


tertainment committee for the ladies' 
night meeting introduced the 
main 


speaker of the evening, saying that 
Mr. Bolt had seen service in the re- 
cent world war, and had traveled all 
over the war zone of Europe with 
the forces commanded 
by General 


Pershing. 


Mr. Bolt said he was not going to 


tell of the atrocities of the late war, 
but thot American people were for- 
getting too soon the horrors of this 
terrible conflict, and tbe principles 
for which they fought. 


He explained In detail the results of 


the war, and some of the experiences 
we are going thru at the present time 
such as price reductions, labor un- 
rest, and the wave of crime which is 
sweeping this country. 


Mr. Bolt also spoke of the benefit 


to mankind that tho war developed 
such as the new inventions in wire- 
less telegraphy, 
wireless telephone, 


airplane, medicine and surgery. 
. He said a new world relationship 
was born, and some machine or de- 
vice should be enacted to 
preserve 


peace between the different nations 
of the world, as the people were tired 
of war and taxation burdens. He said 
he was not referring particularly to 
the league of nations, but thot mat- 
ters could be ironed out satisfactorily 
in the future by the different nations 
where they could come to a better 
understanding and combat the many 
i different problems now 
confronting 


I them. lie told how the countries in 
Europe needed this country's surplus 
manufactured articles and foodstuffs. 


Mr. Bolt said our generosity vanish- 


ed with the signing of the armistice. 
He told of how American people dur- 
ing war* times spent time and money 
liberally for the cause of humanity, 
but said this spirit seemingly did not 
now prevail. 
He brot out the fact 


that this was wrong, especially when 
so many children were starving 
in 


war-torn Europe. 
Mr. Bolt advocated 


that everybody should contribute to 
the cause led by Herbert Hoover to 
aid the helpless people of Europe. 


The six retiring members of the ex-

NEED FOUR BILLIONS 


Present Taxes Can Not Be 


Relied Upon to Provide 
Required Revenue 


WASHINGTON, Dec. S. — Tax 


changes that will better distribute the 
tax burden but not reduce 
govern- 


ment revenues, were recommended to 
congress today by Secretary of 
the 


Treasury David F. Houston, in his aa- 
nual report. 


The revised tax program outlined 


by the secretary strikes at the rich 
who escape liability in tax free securi- 
ties or overcapitalized corporation?. 
His proposals aim to equalize the tax 
burden to partnerships, thru a more 
severe application of tax 
penalties 


upon the wealthy who cloak, their 
profits in "stock dividends" 
which 


are non-taxable. 


The need of the hour, Houston said. 


is tho repeal of the excess 
profits 


taxes, readjustment of surfaces and 
the adoption of some form of sales or 
consumption tax upon certain luxur- 
ies. 


Proposed revision, he urged, must 


be made lo keep the level of govern- 
ment revenue up to at least $4,000.- 
000,000 thru the fiscal year 1923, and 
possibly a longer period. The secre- 
tary termed "reduction of taxes" as 
an utter impossibility, not compatible 
with national security. He intimated 
that present scales of taxes may not 
even be sufficient to meet the 
de- 


mruiils of ihe future, 


"Any scheme which would yield for 


several years to come less than $4~ 
000,000,000 a year would be incompat- 
ible with safety and sound finance," 
said the secretary. 


"And 
the country should face the 


fart that the present taxes even may 
not in the future be relied upon 
to 


yield tho needed revenue "

SECY. HOUSTON URGES REPEAL OF EXCESS PROFITS TAX 
EUROPE SHAN'T CONTROL LEAGUE 


Canadian Delegates In As- 


sembly Declares the Other 
Powers Will Not Yield to 
Diplomacy of Old World 
That Brot On World War 
—"We Fought For Whole 
World" is Retort From, 
France 


GENEVA, Dec. S. — A battle of the 


new world against old world domina- 
tion of the league of nations opened 
today. N. W. Rowell of the Canadian 
delegation in an impassioned speech 
warned the assembly that Canada and 
other powers would not yield to Euro- 
pean ccsirol of the league of nations. 


"European statesmanship drenched 


the world with blood," cried 
the 


Canadian delegate. 


"Fifty thousand in dead was the 


price that Canada paid." 


This declaration was made during 


debate on the report of technical or- 
ganizations of the league. Rowell ex- 
pressed fears that, on account of the 
distance, non-European nations would 
send second class diplomats while the 
European powers, being near at hand, 
would send first class diplomats who 
would gain control. 


This statement was greeted 
with 


applause. 
Australia quickly lined up 


with Canada, widening the breach In 
the representation of 
the 
British 


Empire. 


Senator E. D. Millen, representing 


Australia, 
warmly 
supported 
the 


Canadian protest. He declared that 
Australia would not contribute finan- 
cial aid to expensive technical organ- 
izations not provided for in the league 
of nations covenant but 
created by 


Europeans for their own benefit. 


Gabriele Hanotaux, of the 
French 


delegation made hot 
reply to 
Mr. 


Rowell's speech. 


"Europe 
fought 
for 
the 
whole 


world," cried M. Hanotaux. "Are you 
' going to refuse-to-^ive her lier rfgrhts?" 


Canada defeated the alleged attempt 


of. the European powers to gain con- 
trol of the league thru the establish- 
ment of technical organizations not 
provided for in the covenant. Upon 
motion by Mr. Rowell, the report of 
the committee on technical organiza- 
tions was returned to the committee 
without acion. This was the first,time 
since the league meeting opened that 
the assembly failed immediately to ac- 
cept a committee report.

sweeping this country- 


Mr. Bolt also spoke of the benefit 


to mankind that tho war developed 
such as the new inventions in wire- 
less telegraphy, 
wireless telephone, 


airplane, medicine and surgery. 
. He said a new world relationship 
wag born, and some machine or de- 
vice should be enacted to 
preserve 


peace between the different nations 
of the world, as the people were tired 
of war and taxation burdens. He said 
he was not referring particularly to 
the league of nations, but thot mat- 
ters could be ironed out satisfactorily 
in the future by the different nations 
where they could come to a better 
understanding and combat the many 
different problems now 
confronting 


them. lie told how the countries in 
Europe needed this country's surplus 
manufactured articles and foodstuffs. 


Mr. Bolt said our generosity vanish- 


ed with the signing of'the armistice. 
He told of how American people dur- 
ing war* times spent time and money 
liberally for the cause of humanity, 
but said this spirit seemingly did not 
now prevail. 
He brot out the fact 


that this was wrong, especially when 
so many children were starring in 
war-torn Europe. Mr. Bolt advocated 
that everybody should contribute to 
the cause led by Herbert Hoover to 
aid the helpless people of Europe. 


W. B. Miller, who has been secretary 
of the organization during this time,

NEED FOUR BILLIONS 


Present Taxes Can Not Be 


Relied Upon to Provide 
Required Revenue 


WASHINGTON', Dec. S. — Tax 


changes that will better distribute tbB 
tax burden but not reduce 
govern- 


ment revenues, were recommended to 
congress today by Secretary of 
the 


Treasury David P. Houston, in his aa- 
nual report. 


The revised tax progiam outlined 


by the secretary strikes at the rich 
who escape liability in tax free securi- 
ties or overcapitalized corporations. 
His proposals aim to equalize the tax 
burden to partnerships, thru a more 
severe application of tax 
penalties 


upon the wealthy who cloak 
theiv 


profits in "stock dividends" 
which 


are non-taxable. 


The need of the hour, Houston said, 


is the repeal of the excess 
profits 


taxes, readjustment of surfaces and 
the adoption of some form of sales Or 
consximption tax upon certain luxur- 
ies. 
i 


Proposed revision, he urged, must 


be made to keep the level of govern- 
ment revenue up to at least $4,000,- 
000,000 thru the fiscal year 1923, and 
possibly a longer period 
The secre- 


tary termed "reduction of taxes" as 
an utter impossibility, not compatible 
with national security. He intimated 
that present scales of taxes may not 
even be sufficient to meet the 
de- 


mands of the future, 


"Any 
scheme which would yield for 


several years to come less than $4- 
000,000,000 a year would be incompat- 
ible with safety tind sound finance," 
said the secretary 


"And the country sho'uld face the 


fart that the present taxes even may 
not in the future be relied upon 
to 


yield the needed i evenue." 


Due regard for the treasury im-
